Food and drug 
muscle show 
said distasteful

Uncle Sam is in danger of becoming Mother Sam — an 


unreasonable, protective mother to her people, according 
to some local experts. 


Lincoln professionals and professors who have working 


knowledge of the government's food and drug protection 
arm — the Food and Drug Administration (FDA) — say 
that arm is flexing its muscles unrealistically at times. 


Neither aspirin nor penicillin could get on the market 


today, said Robert Harris, chairman of the board of Harris 
Laboratories, a Lincoln-based company that tests phar- 
maceuticals for industry. 


"Pencillin kills ... I know because if I take another 


shot I'll be one of the victims," said Harris, who is allergic 
to the antibiotic, 


And scientists do not know how aspirin lowers fevers. 


"You have to know how it works to get on the market 
today," he said. 


Part of the problem, local experts say, is the Delaney 


amendment, which is too strict and becomes even more un- 
tenable as science advances. And part of the problem is a 
growing regulatory philosophy that says any risk is too 
great. 


The Delaney amendment to the Food, Drugs and 


Cosmetics Act, according to Harris and others, is a two- 
edged problem. In very simple terms it says that food can 
contain "no detectable" level of any substance which may 
cause .cancer in animals or man. 


Since the amendment went into effect the sophistica- 


tion of scientific equipment has grown 1,000 times and 
things once undetectable are now being found, said Lincoln 
professors.> 


The kind of research being conducted is also a problem, 


according to Delaney amendment critics. High level 
•dosages are given to lab animals and if cancer results then 
the ingredient must be banned by the FDA. 


The problem, said Dr. Roger Mandigo, professor of 


animal science at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, is 
that a lot of compounds, if given in high, massive doses, • 
beyond the realm of practicality, could cause cancer." 


Saccharin, for example 


Take the probable FDA ban of saccharin, a sugar sub- 


stitute. 


Humans would have to drink 800 twelve-ounce cans of 


diet pop a day over a lifetime to get the same saccharin 
dosage as given to laboratory rats in the original research 
according to information collected by Dr. Fred Caporaso, 
UNL assistant professor of food and nutrition. "That's 75 
gallons of pop a day." 


The rationale for these testing procedures is that, 


greater quantities must be given to animals in order to 
compensate for the animals' shorter life span, higher 
metabolism rate, reproductive cycle and different dietary 
habits, said Gerald Vince, FDA compliance chief in Kansas 
City, Mo. 


The philosophy behind the Delaney amendment — that 


of 100% safety — is "pretty much permeating the 
regulatory people," according to Harris, who says that 
good and predominantly safe drugs are being kept off the 
market because it can't be proved that they are 100% safe. 


Tagamet, a "fantastic" new drug now being sold in 


England "without a doubt cures ulcers. It just plain cures 
them and these are ulcers that would have to be corrected 
by an operation... bleeding ulcers," said Harris. 


But FDA approval of the drug is being held op because 


a study showed that some rats who had been on the drug all 
their life developed benign tumors. The tumor* showed up 
with the same frequency in the control group — not on the 
drug, Harris said. He admits that the drug may not be 100% 
safe, "but it sure is working for thousands of Europeans." 


The 100% safe philosophy is found in other areas: Now 


under consideration by FDA is a ban on the feeding of low 
level antibiotics to cattle and bogs. The reason, according 
to Paul Johnston of the Nebraska Livestock Feeders 
Association, is a theory, as yet unproven, that organisms in 
the animals may develop a resistance to the antibiotics and 
this resistance may pass over to bacteria and organisms 
that cause disease in humans. 


However, in 27 years of low level antibiotic feeding, 


there has been no indication that this resistance has 
developed in animals or carried over to humans, said Dr. 
Paul Guyer, UNL professor of animal science. 


This 100% safe philosophy costs money, the experts 


say. 


Even if saccharin stays for over-the-counter sales, its 


hidden forms will likely be outlawed, said Harris. This 
means that pill capsules, now bonded with saccharin (about 
30% of them are) will have to be reformulated using 
another sugar substitute or sugar itself. 


Retesting costs thousands 


The new capsules, every size and every dosage, will 


have to be retested at $10,000 to $30,000 per study, said 
Harris, whose company is booked for months in advance 
just in anticipation of the saccharin ban. 


"It's UK consumer," be said, "who ends op paying 


more for his anthronuadn."

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Protestors' removal sought 


Kent, Ohio (AP) - Kent State University 


trustees voted Sunday to seek an injunction 
ordering the removal of protestors camped at 
the site of the 1970 shootings at Kent State 
University. 


President Glenn A. Olds said that if the in- 


junction is granted and the protestors don't 
obey it, he will try to have campus police 
make any necessary arrests. 


The demonstrators, blocking construction 


of a $6 million gymnasium annex, ignored a 
school order read by campus police Sunday 
morning to leave the site. 


They are objecting to construction on the 


site where four students were shot to death 
Hijack 
leader 
routed 


Damascus, Syria (UPI) — 


The leader of a band of 
renegade Fatah guerrillas was 
overpowered by two of his men 
and three hostages as the plane 
flew over Syria Sunday, safely 
ending the bizarre hijacking of 
a Kuwait Airways jetliner. 


"Traitors!" shouted Abu 


Saed, the stocky, fair-haired 
leader of the hijackers, as two 
of his companions and the 
three Arab hostages wrestled 
with him near the open cockpit 
door of the Boeing 707, Syrian 
sources said. 


"We're not traitors," 


retorted one of the gunmen, ac- 
cording to the sources. "The 
demands you're making have 
nothing to do with what the 
hijack was originally about." 


After Saed was over- 


powered, the jet returned to 
Damascus 
where 
the 


exhausted hostages — three 
Arab officials and three 
British crewmen — were freed 
unharmed. 
„ All six hijackers were 
hustled off by car under heavy 
guard to an undisclosed 
destination. 


The confused" episode began 


Friday night when the gunmen, 
wearing Syrian army un- 
iforms, boarded the flight in 
Beirut and forced it to its 
original destination, 'Kuwait. 


Kuwaiti officials described 


Saed as "unbalanced," and he 
was reportedly wanted by the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion for "looting, embezzle- 
ment and forgery." 


Negotiations dragged on 


through Saturday as the plane 
baked in temperatures up to 
118 degrees on the runway of 
Kuwait Airport. Late Saturday 
the hijackers agreed to 
exchange the remaining 27 
hostage passengers for the 
three Arabs and a guarantee of 
safe passage to South Yemen. 


But when the plane took off 


Sunday morning, it flew in- 
stead to Damascus, where the 
hijackers radioed the control 
tower that their action was 
"not an operation against 
Syria but an internal problem 
of the Palestinian revolution." 


Saed's demands included 


^reinstatement for all the 


gunmen into Fatah and called 
for a battery of guerrilla com- 
mittees to investigate his in- 
dividual dispute with the 
group's leadership and securi- 
ty officials, sources said. 


The jet took off suddenly 


Sunday afternoon, apparently 
bound for Beirut after a PLO 
mediator had guaranteed the 
gunmen safe passage there. 


As the jet flew over 


Damascus, Saed was jumped 
from behind, official Syrian 
sources said. Earlier, sources 
said the gunmen win over- 
powered Saed were led by a 
man identified as Abu ShadL 


by national guardsmen in a May 4,1970, an- 
tiwar protest. 


The trustees directed Olds to go to court 


Monday morning, and he said he would seek 
immediate implementation if the injunction 
is granted. 


He said going to court will allow the 


protestors a chance to be represented in the 
proceedings. 


The trustees voted 6-1 to seek the court 


order. The dissenter, Joyce Quirk, said she 
favored third-party mediation before seeking 
an injuction. 


Olds said be feels the best way to preserve 


the memory of the shootings "is not in a 


physical entity but in the living memorial 
built into the character of the school such as 
we did with the Center for Peaceful Change." 
The center offers courses in nonviolent 
change. It was established about a year after 
the 1970 shootings. 


He said that when the school goes to court 


he will suggest that campus police, rather 
than other police, make any arrests, because 
the campus police ha've been around the 
students and know them. 


"We must ensure against violence at any 


cost," Olds said. The protestors have vowed a 
nonviolent resist to arrest. 


Benson A. Wolman, executive director of 


the Ohio American Civil Liberties Union, said 
Sunday that ACLU attorneys were at Kent 
State observing the protest and preparing to 
counter what legal action the university 
might take against the protest. 


"The ACLU has placed the university on 


notice and also the local court that it wishes 
to be notified of any legal proceedings so it 
can attend to oppose an eviction attempt," 
Wolman said. 


Demonstrators, who call themselves the 


May Fourth Coalition, say building the annex 
will desecrate the hill which they want 
preserved as a memorial for the slaia 
students. 


Steel worker walks on massive beams of power plant near Wheatland, Wyo. 
Steel rising above sandy vistas

The steel juts 25 stories into the 


clean Wyoming air, alien in this land 
of sandy vistas that often extend for 
miles with no sign of human habita- 
tion. 


This is the Missouri Basin Power 


Project, 500 miles from ratepayers 
of the Lincoln Electric System who 
will begin shelling out an average of 
$3.66 a month in 1981 to meet LES's 
$160 million share of the $1.4 billion 
project. 


The scope of the project, far from 


the sight of almost all the people 
who are paying for it, is difficult to 
comprehend. 


What does $1.4 billion buy for the 


six utilities in the project? 


It buys a power plant a block and a 


half wide and three blocks long. 


It buys a 1,200-acre site filled with 


drainage ponds and ponds to hold the 
ash that will be collected from the 
plant's smoke, fields for storing 1.8 
million tons of coal, railroad tracks 
and trestles, and separate steel 
buildings for storage and working 
quarters. 


Downstream, on the Laramie 


River, is the proposed site of a man- 
made lake seven miles long behind a 
2,550-foot-long, 100-foot-high earth 
dam. The lake is intended to be the 
source of water for the plant. 


This summer, steel workers walk 


the beams above rope mesh draped 
like circus nets on the beams below 
them — in country where the wind 
can blow hard enough to tip a semi- 
trailer rig. Interstate 25 between 
Wheatland and Cheyenne is closed 
occasionally for just that reason. 


About 450 employes are already at 


work at the plant site. At the peak df 


Editor's Note: Wheatland, 


Wyo., is a long distance from 
Lincoln, Neb. But some of Lin- 
coln's electricity will be 
produced there after a huge 
power plant is completed. It's 
been almost two years since the 
city decided to join with other 
utilities to build the plant. What 
progress is being made? How is 
it affecting the surrounding 
community? Why has the State 
of Nebraska challenged the 
project in court? The answers to 
these questions will be covered 
in a series by Star reporter Gor- 
don Winters, who recently par- 
ticipated in a two-day press 
briefing and tour of the site and 
remained in Wyoming to gather 
information on aspects not 
covered by project officials. 


construction activity more than 1,- 
800 will be employed at the site, 
making it more populous than 
almost all the towns in Platte Coun- 
ty. Wyo. 


By 1980, if the project stays on 


schedule — and there is concern 
about that because of a lawsuit 
challenging the plant's right to take 
water from the Laramie River — 
electricity will begin pouring out of 
the plant. When it reaches full 
capacity in 1983 it will produce 1.5 
million kilowatts. 


Everyday the plant will bum two 


100-car trainloads of coal shipped 
from strip mines in the Powder 
River Basin about 120 miles north of 
the plant. 


The $1.4 billion price tag also 


means construction of 100-foot-high, 
four-legged steel towers to carry 
new power lines across the coun- 


tryside to Kearney. From that point 
the existing power line system is 
adequate. 


The reason for all this massive 


alteration of the natural order of 
things is the growing demand for 
electricity. 


In Lincoln, where electricity is 


used for such things as air con- 
ditioners, heating, hair dryers, and 
water heaters, demand has risen 
18% in the past five years. The in- 
crease last year was only 1.37c as 
customers began conserving in the 
face of rate hikes. 


In other parts of the territory to 


which the electricity will go, one of 
the big uses is to power center pivot 
irrigation systems, one of the 
fastest growing uses of electricity in 
rural areas. 


The power produced at the plant 


will go into eight states. About 110,- 
000 customers in Nebraska will use 
power from the plant when it begins 
operation, including those served by 
LES, which owns 13.3?» of the 


project, Tri-State Generation and 
Transmission Association of 
Northglenn, Colo., (24.13%) and 
Basin Electric Power Cooperation 
of Bismarck, N.D., (42,27%). 


Other owners of the plant are 


Missouri Basin Municipal Power 
Agency, Sioux Falls, (16.47%), 
Heartland Consumers Power 
District, Madison, S.D , (2.8%) and 
the Wyoming Municipal Power 
Agency, Lusk, (1%). 


The business of building power 


plants is not what it used to be. For 
example, one third of the plant's 
cost is for pollution control equip- 
ment. And the price of the coal the 
plant burns will include the cost of 
restoring the strip mines when the 
coal is gone. 


But there are other aspects that 


would not normally come to mind. 
Would you believe people are gluing 
together a $232,000 model of the 
plant?

Hijackers go 
to Helsinki 


Helskinki, Finalnd (AP) - Two hijackers 


seized an Aeroflot jetliner carrying 79 persons on 
a domestic flight over the Soviet Union Sunday 
night and forced it to land at Helsinki, officials 
said. 


An Interior Ministry spokesman said the two 


hijackers released the seven crew members but 
kept 70 passengers, including seven children, 
hostage. He said none of the passengers was in- 
jured and food was delivered to them. 


The hijackers demanded the plane be refueled 


and allowed to take off for an undisclosed destina- 
tion, the spokesman said. 


He said a Soviet Embassy official had been 


aboard the hijacked plane and two Interior 


Ministry representatives had talked to the 
hijackers. He did not elaborate. 


Earlier, Finnish authorities said Soviet Am- 


bassador Vladimir Stepanov was at the airport. 


The plane was identified as a TU134 twin- 


engine jet on a 175-mile flight from Petrozavodsk 
to Leningrad. Petrozavodsk, capital of the 
Karelian Soviet Republic, is 325 miles northeast of 
Helsinki. 


Police surrounded the jet after it was towed 


to a remote section of the airport. 


The news agency said negotiations were 


hampered at UK outset because officials in toe 
control tower did not speak Russian.

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In southern Seoul rescue workers push children through flood waters to safety. 
South Korea flood takes 188 lives

Seoul, South Korea (AP) — The toll 


of missing and dead climbed to 335 Sun- 
day as rescue workers combed surbur- 
ban Seoul for survivors of one of South 
Korea's worst floods. Officials said the 
floods drove more than 77,000 persons 
from their homes and caused up to $20 
million damage. 


More than 16.000 houses were flooded 


or destroyed .in landslides. Some 
residents returned to their homes as 
waters receded Sunday, but nearly 20.- 
ooo persons remained in school 
classrooms and churches in Seoul as 
the Red Cross and other agencies 
rushed relief. 


The national flood relief center said 


persons were dead, 147 reported 


missing, and 397 hospitalized as a 
result of the flood and related accidents 
triggered by up to 17 inches of rain on 
Friday and early Saturday. More rain 
was forecast Monday. 


President Park Chung-hee inspected 


the flood-stricken areas in the southern 
part of the capital and in Anyang, a sub- 
urb 10 miles south. He ordered army 
engineers to help rebuild wrecked 
roads and bridges, and promised to 
provide maximum financial help to 
flood victims. 


Worst hit were the industrial and 


newly developed housing areas south of 
the Han River that runs through the 
South Korean capital. 


Fire engines were called out to pump 


out water in many places of the flooded 
area. The Seoul-Pusan railroad, the 
nation's main rail link, went back into 
operation late Sunday using single 
track through the flooded area. 


Seoul itself was little damaged and 


life, went on normally. Scenes on the 
other side of the river, however, were 
grim. 


A 43-year-old barbershop owner said 


he was looking for his wife, who he said 
"disappeared in raging waters after 
rocks, some of them the size of a cab, 
hit my newly built house." 


The house, built on the hillside, was 


washed away together with many other 
houses by the flash flood waters that 


arose after heavy rain pelted the area 
for over 10 hours early Saturday, he 
said. 


Floods and landslides struck during 


the nighttime hours when people were 
at home late Friday and early Satur- 
day. 


Lee Chong-un, 42, said his wife and 


five children perished when 40 tons of 
rocks and dirt crushed four houses in 
Anyang. Lee was visiting a friend in the 
same neighborhood and survived. 


The flood was described by officials 


as one of South Korea's worst ever. The 
toll was the heaviest since 1972 when 
528 persons either were killed or listed 
as missing in floods.

Heat is fatal 


Athens (UPI) 
— An eastern 


Mediterranean heat wave Sunday 
boosted temperatures to the highest 
levels ever recorded In Greece, and the 
thermometer hit 152 degrees in Turkey. 
One tourist died of sunstroke in Crete. 


At least 40 persons were hospitalized 


in Antalya, Turkey, a resort 240 miles 
south of Ankara, where officials 
reported the 152-degree reading. Many 
of the victims were children. 


'Glasses to go' said not hazardous 


Washington (AP) - The Food and 


Drug Administration said Sunday that 
the painted cartoons on the outside of 
McDonald's glasses contain lead, but it 
is not ordering a recall because there is 
"no indication of an acute health 
hazard." 


However, the federal agency ordered 


further tests on the glasses, which the 
huge hamburger chain has distributed by 
the millions. 


McDonald's Corp. has suspended 


promotion and distribution of its 
"glasses to go" program, but it disputed 
the accuracy of earlier tests that led the 
Massachusetts Health Department to 
raise an alarm about the glasses' possi- 
ble lead hazard. 


The FDA said it has found that lead 


from the painted cartoons can migrate 
when the glasses are washed or come in 
contact with the acid from citrus juices. 


.John T. Walden. assistant FDA com- 


missioner for public affairs, said further 
tests will be conducted "because we 
have to find out whether there's a 


possibility that the lead can find its way 
into the interior of the glasses and thus 
contaminate food." 


The FDA also was concerned about 


children licking or chewing on the out-, 
side of the glasses. 


Despite the FDA's decision not to issue 


a formal health warning, Walden said it 
might be "prudent" for families not to 
use the glasses until the tests are com- 
pleted.

The chemist. Dr. Thomas Spittler. said

by old glasses. The glasses he tested in- 
cluded some from his own home that 
were several years old. Lead is unlikely 
to chip off or leach from a new, freshly 
glazed glass, he said. 


McDonald's has been distributing 


glasses in various programs for at least 


five years. 
, Paul Keough, a spokesman for the 
regional EPA office in Boston, said it 
will begin testing drinking containers 
other than McDonald's glasses on Mon- 
day. 


He said Spittler found high concen- 


trations of lead on containers from 
sources other than McDonald's on 
Friday. 


"McDonald's might just be the tip of 


the iceburg," Keough said. 


"As the glasses wear though repeated 


use, the lead paint does wear off and is 
much more exposed to leaching," said 
Spittler in a telephone interview from his 
home in Lexington, Mass. "The problem 
is that people keep glasses for 5,10 or 15 
years until they break." 


Spittler said he found that the acid 


from citrus juices could leach the paint. 
"If the painted surface is up within a 
quarter-inch of the rirn — as it is on all 
these glasses — a child very easily can 
lick off or rub off some of this lead." he 
said.

Farmers could mate a lot of 


money by spending gome time 
reading the operator's manual 
for their combines before 
taking the machine to the field, 
according to Dr. Leonard 
Bashford, assistant professor 
agricultural engineering at the 
University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln. 


"Farmers often lose up to 


10% of the harvestable soybean 
crop when they can reduce that 
figure to 3%. With beans at $7 a 
bushel that can be a lot of 
money," he said. 


Bashford describes the 


"harvestable crop" as that 
part of the crop that is possible 
to get into a combine. The lost 
grain that falls to the ground 
before the combine gets to the 
field isn't included in his data. 


Old time threshing machine 


operators took great care in 
setting their machines. They 
had to be level. The wind from 
the fan was directed with great 
care and sieves had to be 
carefully adjusted to the condi- 
tion of the crop. 


These operators often 


checked the straw in the 
blower for grain because they 
were paid for their services by 


the number of bushels they 
delivered to the farmer. Good 
threshers did not want a green 
straw pile of growing sheat left 
behind as evidence of poor 
workmanship. 


"Today's combine operator 


can learn from the thresher. 
You still have to go out of the 
cab and get down in the dirt 
and dust behind the machine to 
see what is happening," 
Bashford said. 


"If farmers would read the 


directions and carefully set up 
the machine according to the 
manufacturer's manual, it 
would be a major step in the 
right direction," he said. 


Most combines in use today 


resemble the threshing 
machines that our grand- 
fathers used on the inside, but 
a whole new generation of 
machines is on the way. 


Old machines had sieves, 


wind, concave and cylinder 
adjustments that had to be 
watched carefully, but the 
new machines often have" con- 
trols from the cab and even 
electronic eyes that watch the 
progress of the grain inside the 
machine. 


One firm has a combine with 


twin cylinders. A Canadian 
firm makes a straw walker 


combine with a turning drum 
that separates the grain from 
the straw. Other new 
developments are still under 
wraps at implement factories 
around the world. 


"These machines will have 


two things in common with the 
older models. You will still 
have to adjust the machine and 
still have to check on the kind 
of job it is doing," Bashford 
said. 


Bashford has two students 


working on a better device to 
harvest soybeans. 


"The big loss in soybean 


combining is at the head," he 
said. "We are working on an 
air device that blows the beans 
into the machine and on a 
mechanical device that pulls 
them in." 


Bashford has a combine with 


cut away sides he can use for 
teaching good combine opera- 
tion to students. He would like 
to have a model with glass 
sides to teach farmers how to 
do a better job of crop 
harvesting. 


In the meantime they can 


save a lot of grain by reading 
the instruction book that 
came with the machine and 
setting it according to the 
directions in the book. 


Wheat exports are still above last year at this time in the. 


new crop year beginning June 1. There is every indication that 
overseas buyers are seeking high quality wheat in the U.S. at a 
low price at the present time. 


Wheat flour exports also are running slightly above last 


year. Wheat feeding is harder to get a handle on, but it is ob- 
vious that large amounts of bread grain will reach the table of 
American consumers as well as red meat and poultry this year. 


While this is all good news it still means that farmers will 


have to sell their wheat at prices very close to the loan rate 
if they are to sell it at all. Apparently the loan rate is still low 
enough to attract foreign buyers. Our U.S. loan rate tends to set 
the floor price for world wheat markets. 


We are fortunate that the quality of our winter wheat is 


extremely good this year. This makes a good buy for the foreign 
miller seeking good wheat to mix with local produce in an effort 
to make better bread products. 


The quality of bread, biscuits, crackers and other wheat 


products around the world has improved noticeably in recent 
months. This should increase world wheat consumption. 


Feed grain prices are going to remain low because of the 


large amount of wheat in the feed market. Overall livestock 
feeding will increase a little, but livestock prices are in danger 
of being buried under a mountain of chicken. 


There is nothing in sight outside of the white corn and soy- 


bean markets that really offer a grain fanner a profit. Only 
hogs and dairy cattle offer the livestock producer a good profit 
prospect. 


Inspections of grain for export are slightly higher than they 


were a year ago. The data is based on the exporting year which 
begins June 1, for small grain; Oct. 1, for corn and grain 
sorghum and Sept. 1, for soybeans.

to have an expensive combine 
or tractor out of service at a 
critical harvest or planting 
time due to a broken part.

Washington (UPI) — The Agriculture 


Department's Farmers Home Administration 
is shelling out a record number of drought 
emergency loans this year to farmers in 35 
states, a spokesman said Sunday. 


Agency officials already have processed 


$700 million in drought emergency loans to 
farms since the 1976-1977 fiscal year began Oct. 
1, the spokesman said, and the figure will be 
substantially higher before the year ends. 


The record for emergency loans for all 


purposes, including droughts, floods, freezes 
and other calamities, is $750 million. 


Drought loans alone are expected to top 


that mark this year, and the all-emergency 
loan record already has been broken. Loans for 
all types of weather disaster victims in 1976- 
1977 have reached $881 million, an official said.

Council set to act 
on insulation code 


Members of the Mayor's Energy Ac- 


tion Committee in the Point of View 
column elsewhere on this page today 
have explained the case for proposed in* 
sulation standards about as well as it can 
be explained. We join the committee in 
urging passage of the insulation or- 
dinance WITHOUT the last-minute 
change approved by the Code Study Com- 
mittee. 


The provision in question would 


reduce insulation requirement for 
buildings of massive masonry or con- 
crete construction. Representatives of 
the industry argued at a recent City 
Council hearing that those construction 
materials require less insulation because 
they absorb and release heat slowly. 


But Richard Bourne, who also co- 


authored the Point of View, told the 
council that it was "hearing a sell job by 
a private industry." He said he would 
stake his reputation and education as an 
engineer on the statement that massive 
brick and masonry construction does lit- 
tle to reduce energy costs in Nebraska's 
climate. A representative of the Lincoln 
Electric System agreed, testifying that 
there is no factual basis for reducing in- 
sulation requirements for masonry con- 
struction. He cited a study showing that 
masonry construction is far less effec- 


tive in energy conservation than is 
assumed by the controversial provision 
now in the proposed ordinance. 


It is obvious that there are conflic- 


ting bodies of opinion on the question of 
how much insulation should be required 
for buildings of masonry construction. 
What the Code Study Committee bought 
was rejected earlier by two other groups 
reviewing the proposed ordinance, the 
Energy Action Committee and the 
Professional Energy Conservation 
Team. 


The goal, of course, is to heat and 


cool buildings more efficiently and ob- 
tain comprehensive savings of energy 
and money. 


In view of doubts raised about the 


performance of masonry buildings, it 
would appear that the best way to 
achieve the goal in Lincoln is to enact a 
minimum insulation code with standards 
which don't accord undeserved 
preferences — at least until there is un- 
iversal agreement that one kind of con- 
struction needs less insulation than 
another. 


The council is scheduled to act on the 


ordinance today. If it is serious about 
energy conservation, the council will 
resist the appeal for reduced standards. 


Cranes are making whoopee 


The whooping crane has defied dis- 


ease, predators and increasingly hostile 
environment — in fact, it has defied all 
odds — in its struggle from the brink of 
extinction to a fairly good chance at sur- 
vival. 


The species, numbering less than 


three dozen not too many years ago, now 
has multiplied, under the protective 
wing of the U.S. government and all who 
care about endangered species, to an 
astounding population of 126. Almost 70 
of the birds belong to a flock which 
summers in Canada and winters in 
Texas. A few live in the wild with foster 
parents, sandhill crane. Others live in 
captivity. 


But the size of the species is truly 


astounding when you think that not so 
long ago just over 30 whooping cranes 
had to battle weather, predators in- 
cluding man, disease and encroaching 


civilization just to increase their 
numbers one or two chicks at a time. 


Luck has had something to do with it. 


The migrating crane on their way to 
Canada two or three years ago just 
skirted a bad outbreak of avian cholera 
in Nebraska which would have severely 
diminished the whooping crane popula- 
tion and perhaps hopelessly widened the 
odds for survival. 


And although man has had a hand in 


almost wiping out the whooping crane, 
he has also had a hand in almost saving 
it, too. The job is not yet done, but the 
care and attention devoted to this en- 
dangered species by scientists, game 
managers and conservationists has been 
heartwarming and the undeniable major 
factor in helping the crane to survive 
thus far. 


All of us should take notice of these 


praiseworthy efforts to keep nature in 
balance. 


The insulation ordinance

Today, Monday, the City Council will 


vote on an insulation ordinance for the City of 
Lincoln. Except for one significant flaw, the 
proposed insulation ordinance is definitely in 
the public interest, and deserves careful con- 
sideration by the public and the council. The 
document represents several years of work 
with input from numerous groups, including 
Lincoln Electric System, PECT 
(Professional Energy Conservation Team), 
the Mayor's Energy Action Committee, and 
the Code Study Committee. These three 
groups are united in support of this or- 
dinance, provided the flaw is corrected. 


Most members of these groups have been 


understandably reluctant to advocate 
"another regulation," but have concluded 
that insulation in buildings is one area where, 
happily, initial dollars are quite easily 
repaid in energy savings and improved 
property values. In fact, building insulation 
offers an extraordinary opportunity to save 
money and energy without a change in life 
style, as may be required for other energy- 
saving measures. While we cannot expect 
that building insulation alone will solve the 
energy problem it is certainly a logical star- 
ting place. Unlike many potential responses 
to the energy problem, such as gasoline price 
increases designed to reduce demand, im- 
proved energy performance of buildings will 
actually save money for building owners. 


The Mayor's Energy Action Committee 


has emphasized four points in favor of an in- 
sulation standard: 


(1) BUILDINGS HAVE A VERY LONG 


LIFE. Improved building insulation 
will have a substantial long-term im- 
pact on energy consumption. Today's 
new buildings will be used, on the 
average, for at least 50 years: beyond 
projected availability of some fossil 
fuels, including natural gas. 


(2) FUEL COSTS WILL CONTINUE TO 


RISE. Adding insulation later to 
combat fuel cost increases is typical- 
ly more than twice as expensive as 
insulating during initial construction. 
Well insulated buildings will have 
substantiality higher value than poor- 
ly insulated ones due to higher net in- 
comes. 


(3) GENERATING CAPACITY FOR 


COOLING MAY COST MORE THAN 
INSULATION. Improved insulation 
means reduced construction costs for 
air conditioning equipment and for 
new electrical generating facilities. 
Since most new occupied buildings 
are electrically air-conditioned, less 
generating capacity is required if 
cooling loads are lower. 


Several studies have shown that 


improved insulation may result* in 
greater savings in generating plant 
construction than the cost of the in- 
sulation improvements. Generating 
plant costs are passed on to 
customers as increased electric 
rates. 
. 


(4) WE ARE USING MORE AND 


MORE FOREIGN OIL. Each year 
since W73, toe U.S. has become more

dependent on foreign petroleum 
supplies; improved building insula- 
tion can significantly reduce this 
dependence in the future. 


As advanced to the Code Study Committe 


by the Mayor's Energy Action Committee, 
the proposed insulation ordinance would 
result in significant energy savings. Concise 
and performance-based, it would apply the 
same rules to all building types and construc- 
tion methods, yet require approximately 
equal improvement in residential and non- 
residential buildings. Numerous Lincoln 
buildings were tested against the proposed 
standard: in all cases, it was found that the 
standard would act in the economic interests 
of building owners. Through savings in 
building heating/cooling equipment, 
purchased energy, and higher building value, 
the cost of insulation improvements required 
to meet the standard will be repaid with in- 
terest. This is true for all types of construc- 
tion. 


The one drawback to the proposed or- 


dinance was a last-minute change at a Code 
Study Committee hearing, which will, if 
passed by the City Council, significantly 
reduce the insulation requirements for some 
new buildings. The change was based on 
studies by a private industry which have not 
been substantiated by any impartial 
organizations and appears to be seriously 
misleading to the general public. Despite 
recommendations from LES, PECT, and the 
Mayor's Energy Action Committee that a 
weakening of the standards for massive con- 
struction is not warranted, the modified 
proposal now requires only IV of insulation 
in brick veneer wall construction at a time 
when most builders are installing 2W in 
such walls. The "thermal mass" issue is a 
much debated one, and complicated enough 
that impartial studies need to be presented 
and reviewed before attempting to incor- 
porate the concept into a public ordinance; 
hopefully, the council will eliminate this 
serious'loop-bole in the current proposal 
Since enforcement will begin Jan. 1,1976, for 
residential and Jan. 1, 1979. for all other 
building types, time will remain for modifica- 
tion of the ordinance should new and impar- 
tial evidence arise. 


Inevitably, as insulation standards come 


before the public, some group and individuals 
will resist the required changes, regardless 
of future dollar and energy savings. In 
Nebraska, however, we should keep firmly in 
mind that 94% of oar energy is imported from 
outside the state. It would certainly seem 
wiser to keep money in the Lincoln euunumy 
rather than pay large sums in the future to 
non-Nebraska-based energy corporations. It 
is also likely that the danger of high future 
unemployment due to the energy problem 
(such as occurred last winter) might be 
alleviated by a firm decision now to build 
energy efficient buildings — a decision which 
should cause increased future employment 
opportunities in the local economy. 


Thfe awM get schmaltzy (easier said 


than sptUed), but let's give it a try 
anyway. 


Gonna talk about the good old home 


town. 


Not Winner, where I was born. But 


Lincoln, which has been the home town 
for a long time. 


Gonna talk about it a little while — 


hopefully avoiding Chamber of 
Commerce boosterism and defensive 
parochialism. 


What touched this off was the most 


recent visit of relatives from the East. 
They liked Lincoln and they were im- 
pressed by some of the things which we 
take for granted. 


A clear blue sky which reminded 


them of the seashore, not the midst of a 
city. 


Clean streets and sidewalks, tidy 


neighborhoods, green lawns and lotsa 
trees. Again, not exactly your typical 
urban setting. 


A vibrant, thriving downtown area, 


building and rebuilding itself, alive and 
well. Once the debris is cleared away, 
0 Street is gonna look great. 


Relatively safe streets. No signs of 


the vandalism which scars larger 
cities. 


A concern for the needs of kids. The 


Children's Zoo and the Junior Golf 
Course are premier examples of that. 


Beauty. An attractive city, with 


relatively few ugly areas, the worst 
being the approach from the west. 


Sensible priorities. The foresight to 


preserve the downtown by limiting the 
growth of large shopping areas and the 
willingness to pump more money into 
downtown improvements to keep it ac- 
tive and attractive. The emphasis on 
neighborhood redevelopment. The 
wisdom to spurn development of a 
northeast radial, whose economic and 
social costs would be enormous, whose 
benefits (if you can call them that) 
would be isolated private profit and a 
10-minute faster trip downtown. 


The quality of life. Most of that com- 


es from living in a sparsely populated 
area. It is the concentration of people 
which has destroyed the quality of life 
in big cities. 


The pace of life here is attractive to 


some, but not to all. Some prefer more 
hustle, more bustle, more choice. But 
the price of all that is paid in a thou- 
sand ways. 


I guess you just choose what you 


want in your life. And Lincoln won't do 
it for millions of people. . . thank 
goodness. 


What else did I re-learn about us? 
Generally, we don't look or act 


differently than people in any other ci-

ty. The distinctions are gone, but the 
perceptions of one another remain 
locked in regional bias. 


Our single-minded attention to foot- 


ball is still a puzzlement. But it is 
viewed as a harmless aberration, not a 
fatal flaw. 


Our media efforts are pale when you 


are accustomed to the Washington 
Post. Fortunately, the news wire ser- 
vices and television networks pump in 
news and information from the outside. 


Our entertainment and cultural op- 


portunities are limited. And, yet, on 
reflection, one discovers that more 
varied opportunities in the East are not 
that often explored. 


Our variety of good restaurants and 


number of movie theatres are sur- 


prises. How do we support all of them? 


And, incidentally, the crowd which 


fills the sidewalks along 13th Street tnd 
P Street when the movies change 
around 9 or 9:30 p.m. make the city 
appear larger than it is for a brief time 
each evening. 


What else? Oh, there are other obser- 


vations. Some minor, of no con- 
sequence. But some serve to remind us 
that we are very lucky. We live in an 
extraordinary city. 


Part of our luck comes from Lin- 


coln's size. It's not big enough to have 
unmanageable problems. 


But a major portion of our good for- 


tune, I think, comes from the character 
of this city. And that, of course, tells us 
what kind of people we are. 


I don't think we need to pat ourselves 


on the back. And that's not what this is 
all about. We have room, lots of room, 
for improvement. 


And we still haven't firmly resolved 


the two major questions which will 
determine our future. Growth or no 
growth, or something in between. 
Development or redevelopment, or 
what combination of both? 


Anyway, a view from the outside 


made me newly aware of Lincoln's 
qualities. Right, I was reminded, this is 
a really neat town. 


But you knew that already.

West Point story 


Washington — Several West Point cadets were caught 


last year cheating on their exams, a violation of the honor 
"system. Now the board that oversees the military academy 
has had its own honor questioned. 


The Military Academy Board of Visitors is supposed to 


keep a stern watch over West Point. But one of the ap- 
pointees, Rep. Thomas Downey, D.-N.Y., has accused his 
fellow visitors of improprieties as bad as anything the cadets 
did. 


In a private letter to President Carter, the congressman 


has complained about the honor violations of the overseers. 
Under the West Point code, a cadet is supposed to turn in any 
offenders. Downey, therefore, felt he could do no less at the 
board level. Here's bis litany of complaints: 


— The board drafted a report full of "inaccuracies and 


ommissions," he charged. It contained no mention, for 
example, of some substantive discussions. Questions were 
asked about the honor system, women cadets and the facul- 
ty. "None of this important information," he complained, 
"is detailed in the report." 


— The law requires that "detailed minutes" must be 


kept of board meetings, he contended. Yet there was no 
transcript of the April meeting. The unrecorded minutes, he 
charged, would have "documented the lack of board 
procedures." 


— The board commended instead of condemned the out- 


going superintendent, Lt. Gen. Sidney B. Berry, who was 
responsible for the cheating fiasco. Complained an outraged 
Downey:' 'I felt that during the West Point cheating scandal, 
Lt. Gen. Gerry lost control of his command in the classic 
military sense, to the detriment of the academy." 


— The military academy may also be on an academic 


decline. The class of 1980 has lower mean scores than do its 
counterparts at the Naval and Air Force academies, the 
college board figures show. 


Meanwhile, a Pentagon team is conducting an 


exhaustive investigation of West Point. Military sources 
expect it to be highly critical of the academy and to recom- 
mend sweeping changes.

Washington — One of the most 


sizzling of the "long hot summers" of 
the previous decade was that of 1967. 
On July 12 of that year, racial rioting 
erupted in Newark, N.J., and lasted for 
six days. Twenty-six persons were 
killed, and property damage was es- 
timated as $15 million to S30 million. 


Then, on July 23, racial violence 


flared in Detroit. The death roll there 
was 40, with property damage es- 
timated at $250 million to $500 million. 
Before the disorders, Detroit had been 
considered one of the most progressive 
U.S. cities in its efforts to deal with 
poverty and racial tensions. 


The scars of the rioting are still very 


much in evidence in Newark, Detroit 
and the other cities that experienced 
racial violence in the mid-to-late 1960's. 
Although the rubble has been cleared 
away, for the most pan, whole blocks 
remain vacant and abandoned. 


Nevertheless, mayors of the affected 


cities prof ess to see signs of progress at 


Remember the long hot summer riots? 


long last. At the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors' meeting in Tucson, Ariz., last 
month, Newark Mayor Kenneth Gibson 
said: "We're not out of the woods yet, 
but it's a hell of a lot better than it 
was." In a similar vein. Detroit Mayor 
Coleman Young said: "Two years ago 
we were on our knees. Now we're stan- 
ding up." He added that he expects to 
see bis city, which now has 1.3 million 
people, to gain 200,000 new residents by 
1980. 


Young's optimism is based in part on 


Detroit's new Renaissance Center, a 
hotel-office-shopping complex on the 
downtown waterfront. The center, 
which cost $337 million to build, conists 
of the 73-story Detroit Plaza Hotel, four 
39-story office buildings and a 350,000- 
square-foot shopping mall. It is hoped 
that the center will have a stabilizing 
effect on the decaying downtown 
business district.

II. In a speech before the Economic 
Club of Detroit in 1971, he said: "This 
project is only the beginning — a 
catalyst, in effect, for further down-

tion will come from other activity we 
think it can generate." Some of this ac- 
tivity already can be seen. Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield, whose Middle West 
headquarters are in the vicinity of 
Renaissance Center, has expanded its 
office complex. All told, about $2 billion 
worth of construction is under way in 
Detroit. 


Nevertheless, same experts are skep- 


tical about the long-term effect of big, 
self-contained city projects like 


Renaissance Center. Writing in Satur- 
day Review, urban affairs consultant 
William G. Conway asserted that "The 
truth is... that the megastructure 
guarantees neither the investment of 
its owners nor the future of the city. 
Far from lending strength to downtown 
areas, these complexes create little 
more than a suburban island in mid- 
city." 


The ultimate salvation of the 


declining cities of the East and the Mid- 
dle West depends on their ability to lure 
back a sizable percentage of the 
middle-class families who have left the 
inner city for the suburbs since World 
War II. A back-to-the-city movement 
has in fact begun in a number of areas. 
Younger families and single persons 
have found that housing often is less 
expensive in the cities than in the sub- 
urbs. Their presence has nurtured 
hopes that a nationwide urban 
renaissance may be at hand.

New York — Businessmen feel that 


convenience has become a way of life 
to Americans. And if it's a way of life, 
they reason, convenience should 
reasonably become a way of death. 


Thus it is that we DOW have the 


"drive-up funeral." 


Mourners in Louisiana can now ride 


past a seven-by-five-f oot window at the 
Pointe Coupee Funeral Home, and view 
the decased without ever tearing their 
cars. 


The body lies in an open coffin, 


backed by a cross outlined in pltt light 
An outside register is provided for 
motorist guests to sign. As of two 
months ago, an owner of the mortaary 
reported business "going aloof 
nicely," although some prolate had 
been received and earlier drive up 
funeral fomes bad failed in the state* of 
Florida and Arizona. 


Sacrilege? Or doei the baity wake 


represent some kind of 
to the people's real desire* (and busy 
schedules) in the supersonic age? 


"The sentiment has gone" from 


many Americans faced with the death 
of a family member or friend, said a 
vice president of a prestigious funeral 
home on Madison Avenue in New York. 
"Funerals are reflecting the people." 
For many yean now, white organized 
religion was losing inflame, the peo- 
ple became increasingly oneaiy at the 


thought of death. "No longer believing 
in a heaven, and not understanding 
what happens after death, they didn't 
want to have anything to do with it. So 
the thing to do was to have the best 
attended possible funeral, as cheaply 
as it could be arranged — and then 
forget the whole thing as fast as 
possible." 


The vice president asked me not to 


quote him by name, explaining that 
"Almost nobody wants to be quoted in 
this business. It might be the toss of — 
you know. But yon can say that over the 
years, many funerals have become 
more 'happenings' than mourning 
experiences." 


He recalled that at one funeral ser- 


vice for a patron of the arts, a string 
quartet played, a ballet dancer per- 
formed, and pop artist Rauschenberf 
painted stripes on a robber tire during 
the service. "When it was over, one of 
our personnel came up to remove the 
tire and a guest cried 'Stop! That tire is 
now worth 110,000!'" 


At another funeral, mourners were 


diverted by a full choir, a harpist and a 
stellar performance by the Latvian 
Duelling Society. "There was more 
picture-taking than you'd find at a wed- 
ding." 


Equally symptomatic of what has 


been happening may be the dramatic 
increase in cremations. In New York 


f 


City, for example, with more than 200 
beautifully landscaped cemeteries and 
historic churchyards to choose as final 
resting places, an increasing number of 
New Yorkers are electing to return to 
ashes quickly. 


A few yean ago, I interviewed toe 


sales manager of Ferndiff Crematory 
where suet personages as Bernard 
Baroch, Jerome Kern. John Guntber 
and Oscar Hammerstein were 
cremated. His opinion was that "toe 
way people live in cities today, being 
shifted often from one city to another, 
has made cremation not only practical 
but acceptable among all religions 
faiths. Cremated remains can be 
transported easily, and it is con- 
siderably less costly. 


"Of course," be added, "the funeral 


is still as expensive, because that is the 
most important thing to many families. 
It is very important to them that plenty 
of people come to bid their respects to 
the deceased." 


This is the vital aspect today — how 


many friends will mourn. 


"Is the size of the attendance so im- 


portant because it provides status? Or 
does it give the family a feeling of 
security?" I asked.

"What's the difference?" responded 


the funeral director. "Status and 
security. They're the same thing." 


Is the "drive-up funeral home," then 


the ultimate in a growing yearning for 
large attendance at the death rites, and 
speedy consummation of the ordeal for 
the living? 


Or will this "quick viewing" 


technique sufficiently jolt sensitive 
people into a return to traditional 
rituals? 


The Louisiana funeral home owner is 


reported to have said of the drive-up 
Astern, "Some people feel that it's an 
honor." 


But others would think it's a dis- 
grace. 
JN* trend has «ot to end, as more 
and more of us realize that grief cannot 
beerased by trying to plan a funeral, 
hurrying thronfh ft, and then siyo* 
Okay Hi go about my bustoesi rf 
forgetting; " said the New York mor- 
tuary executive sadly. "J«$t as there is 
a time of rejoicing over a birtfc, there 
must be a time of mourning at a death 
- or the grief will bury itself inside 
your heart and you'll cany it with you 
always. People who won't allow 
ttwnselves to pfeve mot few a 
heavy burden..."

CAT has debut, 
first in Lincoln

From all outward appearances, the circus had come to Lin- 
. coin General Hospital.

The clowns mingled with the crowd, tweaking youngsters 


••on their noses, patting old-timers on the back. The young ladies 
..rin red and white stripes served cookies and punch . . . and, 


everyone waited, to see the star attraction, the CAT. 


- 
Signs in the lobby tantalized, the "Year of the CAT" they 


said. Hospital auxiliary volunteers handed out the brochures, 
slick printed pieces which gave a hint of what was to come. 


In groups of 20, the crowds were allowed to view the CAT, a 


:_ remarkable animal with the ability to cut the human body into 
- bread-thin slices and transmit pictures of same body onto a 


giant screen, painlessly. 


The CAT (Computerized Axial Tomography) scanner, with 


.. a price tag of better than $500,000, has been at the hospital since 
-March, residing in a softly-lighted, gray room on first floor. It 


has taken internal pictures, recognized by medical experts as 


^revolutionary, of some 300 patients who have come to recline on 
::.a soft couch and listen to soothing music. 


Radiologic technologists and .physicians have become 


••aware of the CAT's amazing powers. Patients, from a three- 
.day-old baby to a 90-year-old grandmother also have become 
aware of the diagnostic capabilities of the machine which has 


- been on the medical scene for about four years. 


But Sunday was the public's chance to see a demonstration 


,. and learn of the advantages of total body scanning. It also was 


the hospital's chance to toot its horn a bit and offer a mini 
health fair. Blood pressure testing, information on Telecare, 
and other health related services were explained to the waiting 
crowds. 


Conventional x-ray machines send a focused beam of radia- 


tion through a patient's body and produce a picture on film. The 
pictures are two-dimensional representations of a three- 
dimensional object, hospital personnel explained. 


The CAT sends a pencil-like x-ray beam through a layer, or 


"bread slice" of the body in many different directions from its 
edge. A very sensitive detector measures the intensity of the 
beam and transmits the information to a computer. The 
calculations of the computer form a picture, thanks to some 
very complicated mathematical formulas. 


The picture is displayed on a TV-tape screen in an adjoining 


room, where technicians diagnose the information provided. 
It's all quick and painless. 


Pictures from the TV screen can be copied and compared 


with other x-rays and laboratory tests which affect treatment 
decisions. 


Promotional literature says that areas of the body that had 


been largely inaccessible can now be seen. 


The CAT is the only one in Lincoln, for now, but officials at 


Bryan Memorial Hospital have ordered a "third generation" 
body scanner expected to arrive in September. 
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Groundwater level drops 


York — During the past year, 


York County's groundwater level 
dropped 1.71 feet according to the 
U.S. Geological Survey and Blue 
River Association figures. 


This marks the third consecutive 


year that spring groundwater 
levels have gone down in York 
County. From the spring of 1975 to 
spring of 1976, the drop was an 
average .74 of a foot, while the drop 
was 1.11 feet for the previous 
spring. 


The decline reflects a rainfall 


shortage and the heavy use of 
irrigation last summer, according 
to Mel Noffke, Blue River Associa- 
tion manager. In Clay County, the 
groundwater drop was 2.35 feet. 
Seward County recorded a 1.90-foot 
decline, while Hamilton County 
had a 1.83 foot drop.

Earlier in the weekend, Saturday night rough weather in- 


cluded a tornado that slammed through Hershey, causing 
several thousand dollars worth of damage but no injuries. 


The twister demolished a new home that was unoccupied 


and tore a mobile home off its foundation. A house in Hershey 
also reportedly had its roof blown off. 


Another tornado touched down Saturday in a field near 


Grant during a downpour there. At one point, Grant reported 
.93 inches of rain in 20 minutes. 


Golf ball-sized hail and heavy rain was reported by the 


National Weather Service in much of western Nebraska.

Auction-goers must be alert to rules 
w

"Going, Going, Gone!" 
But is that item actually being sold or was it removed from 


the auction block? 


Often the bidding public doesn't know — particularly if the 


auction is a sale with reserve. 


However, if the sale is advertised as being "without 


reserve" or that "all items will be sold to the highest bidder," 
the auction-goer should be able to assume that all items will be 
sold accordingly. 


But because of the substantial increase in auctions resulting 


from today's interest in antiques and second-hand items, there 
have been some complaints about auction sales where all items 
were not sold to the highest bidder as advertised. 


Jerry Fennell, head of the Consumer Protection Division of 


the Nebraska attorney general's office, warns consumers to be 
on the alert for such practices. 


Under current law, when the auctioneer calls for bids on ar- 


ticles offered for sale at an auction "without reserve," those ar- 
ticles cannot be withdrawn unless no bid is made within a 
reasonable time. 


But at auctions "with reserve" in which the seller reserves 


•the right to withdraw an item not drawing bids high enough to 
reach the desired price, an auctioneer may withdraw the goods 
at any time until he announces completion of the sale. 


In either type of sale, the law states that a bidder may 


retract his bid until the auctioneer's announcement of comple- 
tion of the sale, but a bidder's retraction does not revive any 
previous bid. 


If an auctioneer knowingly receives a bid on the seller's 


behalf or the seller makes or procures such a bid and notice has 
not been given that liberty for such bidding is reserved, the 
buyer may at his option avoid the sale or take the goods at the 
price of the last good faith bid prior to the completion of the 
sale. 


According to Fennell, there's nothing wrong with removing 


an item from the auction block if the sale is not advertised as 
being without reserve or that all items will be sold to the 
highest bidder. 


However, the Consumer Protection Office has received 


complaints that some items are not actually being sold at some 
auctions where allegedly "All items positively sell to highest 
bidder..." 


He said in some cases items allegedly are being sold to 


some bid number which may not actually exist. 


In fact, it was reported that one round oak table was sold 


four successive weekends at an auction of home furnishings 
taken on consignment but the oak table actually never sold at 
all. 


This type of activity "destroys the whole area of auc- 


tioneering," Fennell said, noting that the attorney general's of- 
fice is making a statewide investigation into illegal practices at 
consignment auctions. 


To date, this investigation has resulted in one Lincoln auc- 


tioneer's signing an order a week ago stating he will conform to 
state auction standards in the future. 


The auctioneer, in signing the order in Lancaster District 


Court, did not admit any wrongdoing, but the order stemmed 
from a sale where not all items were sold as had been adver- 
tised, Fennell said. 


Oth'er auction activity being investigated involves farm 


machinery, construction equipment and motor vehicles, he 
said, adding that the investigation has indicated problems in 
some consignment sales but few problems in estate or 
foreclosure sales. 


The Nebraska Consumer Protection Division is a part of the 


office of the attorney general of Nebraska. Persons can contact 
the division through the attorney general's office at the State 
Capitol.

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Fruit jazzes up homemade ice cream desserts. 
Player takes rare opportunity

It may be old fashioned, but ice cream on a 


warm summer evening is probably still one of 
the most popular pastimes — whether it be 
making it or just eating it. 


That old fashioned ice cream parlor with 


marble-topped tables and heart-shaped wire 
back chairs may be a thing of the past. 


But on any summer night, you'll see lines 


of all ages waiting for those delectable frozen 
treats at local ice cream parlors or drive-ins 
serving everything from old fashioned ice 
cream to soft-serve ice cream and frozen 
yogurt. 


The art of ice cream making was in- 


troduced to France in about I860 and ice cream 
parlors began appearing in major U.S. cities 
around 1800. 


Toe ever-popular ice cream soda made its 


debut in Philadelphia in 1874, and this was 
followed by the ice cream sundae. 


Home-made ice cream became a favorite 


family treat on Sunday evenings in this cen- 
tury. But what was once a well-earned treat 
after many hours of cranking for that frozen 
delight is now a relatively simple and short 
process with today's electric ice cream 
freezers. 


Ice cream also is a delightful way to get 


those healthful and important nutrients. 


In every scoop there is protein, calcium 


and Vitamins A and B2; for this reason the U S 
Department of Agriculture Agricultural 
Marketing Service urges consumers to put ice 
cream on their shopping list. 


To be labeled ice cream, it must contain a 


minimum of 10% milkfat and 20% total milk 
solids. According to USDA, this doesn't mean 
there isn't a richer ice cream on the market; 
and if you prefer the smooth, rich elegance of 
such a dessert, rich ice cream can have as high 
as 16% milkfat content. 


To store ice cream properly, it should be 


placed in the frozen food compartment of your 


refrigerator and used within a week. 


However, if ice cream is stored in a deep 


freezer at 0 degrees F. or -18 degrees C., it will 
keep well for a period of up to two months. 
Consumers should make sure the ice cream 
carton is closed tightly after each use to pre- 
vent drying, shrinking and the formation of ice 
crystals. 


When serving time comes, the ice cream 


simply should be transferred from the frozen 
food compartment to the refrigerator for about 
10 minutes for a pint, or 20 minutes for a half 
gallon. 


The dipper or spoon used to serve ice 


cream should be immersed in cold water to 
prevent ice cream from sticking. Shake the 
excess water from the dipper to prevent ice 
crystals in the ice cream. 


If you plan to add other ingredients, such 


as nuts, fruits or spices, the ice cream should 
be stirring-soft. The USDA suggests breaking 
it up in a mixing bowl and stirring with a 
wooden spoon. Pack the mixed ice cream into a 
mold and return to the refrigerator. 


Available in a wide range of sizes and 


prices are many shapes of ice cream molds 
Traditionally, those are lined with one flavor of 
ice cream which is allowed to harden and then 
filled with another flavor to create a bombe 
glace — an 18th century French custom to 
complete any formal meal. 


To remove ice cream from a mold, dip the 


mold briefly into cool water, loosen at the rim 
with a small spatula, invert it onto a chilled 
serving plate and return to the freezer to 
harden. 


If you prefer making ice cream into an 


event by making your own, you can plan an old 
fashioned ice cream parlor party around an 
array of homemade ice creams, plus assorted 
toppings, fruits and nuts. 


And then let your imagination run to such 


unusual flavors as banana marshmallow, 
peanut fudge ripple, macademia chocolate, 
lemon strawberry. Create your own fun flavors 
for very special events and holidays.

Usually such plays 
would not be hard to execute if 
someone happened to ring a bell 
at the crucial moment to point 
out that here is your chance to 
rise and shine. Unfortunately, 
these moments occur so rarely 
and so unexpectedly that they 
tend to slip by unnoticed and 
unsung. 


Here is a case where the 


player in the saddle rose to the 
occasion. The deal occurred in a 
national team of four cham- 
pionship and the hero was Billy 
Eisenberg, world-famous Los 
Angeles star. He got to three 
notrump and West led the seven 
of spades. 


Eisenberg won with the ace 


-and made the obvious lead of a 
low club from dummy, on which 
East played the king and South 
played the five! Eisenberg was 
weU rewarded for this unusual 
play. East could now do no 


better than cash his K-Q of 
spades and ace of diamonds to 
hold declarer to three notrump, 
worth 600 points. 


Now let's suppose that 


declarer had won East's king of 
clubs with the ace, which 
almost anyone else in South's 
shoes would have done. In that 
case, the contract would surely 
have been defeated. 


When declarer continued with 


another club, West producing 
the ten, East would signal with 
the nine of diamonds, asking 
partner to play a diamond if he 
got the lead. 


Declarer could not now 


prevail, whatever he did next. If 
he took the ten of clubs with the 
queen and played another club, 
West would win, shift to a 
diamond, and East would cash 
two diamonds and two spades to 
put the contract down one. If 
declarer abandoned clubs, he 
would simply find it impossible 
to score rune tricks.

Kinked onions 
are no problem 


Editor's Note: This column of questions and 


answers about gardening is being prepared with the 
assistance ot Brent Hoadley, Lancaster County agent- 
horticulture. Questions are those submitted by readers 
and those most frequently asked of Dr. Yoadley. 


Q. My onions are quite large and the tops are still green 


but have fallen over. What should I do? L.C., Weeping Water. 


A. Onions should be left in the ground as long as the tops 


are green even if they have kinked over. After they turn 
brown, harvest them and put them in a shady place. They 
should be allowed to dry down into the neck of the onion before 
storing. 


Q. I am enclosing a small twig from a tree I would like to 


have identified. It has fruit the size of a plum which is dark red 
in color with dark red meat. Could this be a flowering crab; 
and if so, could the fruit be used for jelly? 


A. It appears from the sample that this is a crabapple 


tree, but you can determine wyether it is a flowering plum or 
crabapple by examining the fruit. If the end of the fruit op- 
posite the stem has a residual area similar to that of an apple, 
it is probably a crabapple, but if it is smooth like a plum, it 
may be a plum. In either case, the fruit may be used for jelly. 


Q. I have an allium plant that bloomed nicely but I would 


like to know when I should cut off the flower and long stem. 
The plant foliage has dried already and I picked these up. 
Mrs. F.C.. Crete. 


A. Go ahead and remove the flower stalk unless you want 


it for seed or for an ornamental dry arrangement. 


Q. Mv marigold plants have been stripped of everything 


but the stem, I have tried sevin without success. What is the 
problem and what should I do11 L.O., Lincoln. 


A. This may be the work of cutworms which were feeding 


on many plants" including marigolds this year. If sevin didn't 
work and the problem is insect larvae, try diazinon. 


Q. Some of my petunias are wilting in my large petunia 


bed. What should I do9 


A. Petunias are subject to wilt disease which comes 


through the soil. Remove the wilted plants from the bed and 
try rotating another crop in that bed next year. Soil with this 
disease tends to carry it over in subsequent years if petunias 
are not rotated with some other plant. 


Q. What should be done with Oriental Poppies and 


Bleeding Hearts once the tops have died down? 


A. These plants should be divided and replanted. With 


mulch for protection, they will produce again next year. 


Q. Is it all right to pinch the blooms out of my 


chrysanthemum plants now? 


Q. They may be pinched out once more but it should be 


done immediately so it will not prevent future blooming into 
the fall. 


Q. A large spot has developed in my lawn almost over- 


night. What is it0 


A. It could be from water stress, insects or disease. Blue 


crass is subject to a disease called arium blight (Fog Eye) 
when the night temperatures stay in the 70s. Under such cir- 
cumstances this blight can develop within 40 hours. Frequent, 
light watering is necessary and preventive control is Tersan 
1991. Fungo iSOW) or Cleary's 3336. 


Q. Is there anything I can plant this late in a planter which 


will still bloom on into fall? 


A. If you can find any annual transplants such as pansies 


or geranium plants which bloom in the spring, they will also 
bloom on into fall. 


Q. What do I do to control the grasshoppers in my garden? 
A. Weeds and tall grass offer a haven for grasshoppers. 


Spray the area around the garden but if the garden area itself 
is sprayed, follow instructions on the label carefully in regard 
to the waiting period before harvesting produce from the 
sprayed garden. Recommended controls are "diazinon, 
malathion and sevin. 


Q. Is it beneficial to change the mowing pattern on my 


lawn each time I mow? 


A. Yes. The traffic from the wheels compacts the soil and 


if the mower is turned the same place each time, the wheels 
wear out the turning place area. Care should be taken to do as 
much turning of the mower off the lawn on the drive or 
sidewalk as possible. 


Q. Should we continue to spray our fruit trees? 
A. Yes. They should be sprayed up until about two weeks 


before harvest. This is the peak season for apple maggot and 
bore problems. 


Q. What should I do to control the web in locust trees? 
A. Those webs indicate mimosa webworm activity. Use 


diazinon and sevin according to directions on the label. In mid- 
August an additional spraying may be necessary.

Specials help at market

Advertised specials permitted a short 


reprieve from spiraling grocery prices 
last month. But this month food costs 
resumed their natural growing trend. 


July's $14.24 tally for 17 food items 


jumped 5.6% or 76 cents over June's un- 
commonly low total of $13.48, according to 
the Lincoln' Star's monthly survey of four 
local supermarkets. 


And although this month's total is nearly 


1% or 13 cents less than the $14.37 total of 
six months ago, it is .7% or 10 cents more 
than the $14.14 survey tally of one year 
ago and nearly 2% or 27 cents more than 
the S13.97 total two years ago. 


All meat items showed significant in- 


creases this month, helping to boost this 
month's aggregate food cost. 


For example, bacon jumped 21 cents, 


from last month's $1.54 per pound to this 
month's $1.75. Still, bacon is 24 cents un- 
der the SI-99 price tag of one year ago and 
18 cents below the $1.93 cost of July, 1975. 


Pork loin chops also carried a price in- 


crease this month. Currently, consumers 
are paying $1.94 per pound for pork chops 
or 10 cents more than last month's $1.84

Even chicken showed a nominal in- 


crease this month, rising one cent from 67 
cents per pound to 68 cents this month. 
The current chicken price also is nine 
cents more than the 59-cent cost six 
months ago. 


Tuna leaped 13 cents to an average of 84 


cents for a six and one-half ounce can. 
This cost is also 20 cents more than the 64- 
cent cost recorded one and two years ago. 


In spite of one advertised special of 39

cents at one of the surveyed stores, the 
average price of a five-pound bag of flour 
(77 cents) rose two-cents over last 
month's equally low cost of 75 cents. This 
is 23 cents less than the $1 cost six months 
ago and 20 cents less than the 97-cent cost 
one year ago. 


Pork and beans and peanut butter 


sported two-cent increases this month. 


Currently at 32 cents for a 16-ounce can, 


pork and beans costs seven cents more 
than shoppers paid two years ago. 


A 12-ounce jar of peanut butter now 


costs an average of 81 cents locally com- 
pared to 74 cents one year ago and 68 cents 
two years ago. 


Eggs, too, were among the survey items 


displaying higher prices this month. One 
dozen Grade A Large eggs costs an 
average of 79 cents, up 12 cents from last 
month's price but 16 cents below the 95- 
cent cost six months ago. 


Only two survey items declined in price 


this month. Milk dropped two cents to 88

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Consumer agency 
support is growing

Support for setting up a 


federal consumer protection 
agency has now risen to 55- 
28%, up from the 52-34% who 
favored the controversial 
measure last November. 


The consumer protection bill 


has been the subject of some of 
the most active lobbying in re- 
cent years, with most of 
business mounting a high- 
pressure campaign against it, 
and consumer activist groups 
going all out to get it passed. 
This latest 2-to-l majority for 
the measure indicates that the 
public has a much more 
decisive view of the bill than 
does Congress, where the divi- 
sion of opinion is reported to be 
very close. 


Two arguments appear to tip 


the balance with the public: 


-By 
65-21%, a sizable 


majority feels that "such an 
agency is long overdue, for the 
individual consumer needs 
help in making his complaints 
heard and in getting better 
quality and safer products and 
services." In 1975, a 60-28% 
majority took this view. 


—By an even larger 67-16%, 


a majority also feels that "big 
business has so much power 
with government that unless 
the consumer has someone in 
government to argue his case 
and make business give better 
quality, then the consumer will 
continue to be short-changed 
on products and services." 
Clearly, people are convinced 
that a new consumer agency 
will be a counterweight to 
what is seen as the excessive 
power of business in govern- 
ment. 


Despite its 
decisive 


preference for a consumer 
protection agency bill, the 
public has serious reservations 
about adding another agency to

This 
recent Harris Survey of 1,947 
adults nationwide finds that: 


-By 55-25%, a majority 


acknowledges that "adding 
another 
government 


bureaucracy, no matter how 
well intentioned, will lead to 
more red tape, spending more 
tax money and won't give the 
consumer more protection." 


-By a smaller 49-31%, a 


plurality expresses some sym- 
pathy with the main argument 
of business groups lobbying 
against the measure: that 
"business is tied up now by 
mountains of red tape from 
government regulations, and a 
consumer protection agency 
will just add more red tape and 
keep business from doing its 
job." 


It is apparent that the 


American people see the 
prospect of a new agency for 
consumer protection as a 
mixed blessing. They want a 
strong voice on their side in 
consumer affairs, but their dis- 
trust of government and 
bureaucratic red tape runs 
deep. 


Nonetheless, the public com- 


es down hard for the new agen- 
cy. Support is strongest in the 
East, with a 65-20% majority, 
and weakest in the South, with 
a 45-31% plurality in favor. 
There are also significant 
differences among people with 
different 
political 


philosophies. Conservatives 
back the bill by 51-36%; 
middle-of-the-road people, by 
59-27%; and liberals, by a most 
emphatic 67-21%. It is signifi- 
cant, however, that all these 
groups back the measure.

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Philadelphia (AP) - Dr. Loren C. 


Eiseley, -the 
world-renowned 


anthropologist, is dead at W. 


Eiseley, a native of Lincoln, Neb, died 


after undergoing surgery Saturday night 
at University of Pennsylvania Hospital. 


He was associated with the University 


of Pennsylvania for more than 30 yean, 
and at the time of his death was Benjamin 
Franklin professor of anthropology and 
curator of Penn's University Museum 


He was internationally known as an 


expert on Darwinian theory and human 
evolution 


The first of his 11 books was "The 


Immense Journey," a collection of essasy 
about man and nature 


He had been warned that the book would 


not stay long in print, but it sold some 500,- 
000 copies and established his reputation. 


His other works included "The 


Unexpected Universe" and the 


autobiographical "All the Strange Hours." 


Eiseley attended the University of 


Nebraska as a zoology student, dropped 
out to travel the country aboard freight 
cars and later returned to Nebraska to 
major in antbroplogy 


He received masters degree and doc- 


torate from the University of Penn- 
sylvania 


Eiseley had his first contacts with 


nature through the salt falls and ponds 
around Lincoln and through the mammoth 
bones housed in an old red brick building 
on the NU campus 


He collected pond life for a homemade 


aquarium, snared snakes and turtles and 
set up his own museum of baked clay 
bones and skulls 


A graduate of Teachers College High 


School, Eiseley had his first literary 
success as one of the editors of the Prairie 


Schooner, a "little magazine" which his 
NU literary fraternity, Sigma Upsilon, 
founded. He was graduated from NU in 
1933 


In the early 1970s, after more scientific 


writings, Eiseley published two volumes 
of poems, "Notes of An Alchemist" and 
"The Innocent Assassins " 


Eiseley later recalled, "The- first 


writing I ever did as a young man born and 
raised in the Great Plains was poetry, but 
the Depression killed any ambition I may 
ever have had of becoming a poet So you 
might say that in my 60s I'm coming back 
to my first love If a poem is done right, it 
gives enormous pleasure Come to think of 
it, I read my prose essays mostly for the 
passages that approach closest to poetry " 


He was married to the former Mabel 


Langdon of Lincoln, former curator of the 
NIT Art Galleries

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British Open telecast blunted by commercials

New York - As children, television directors are taught that 


if they permit viewers a glimpse of a golfer walking between 
shots in a tournament or studying his lie or committing hara-kiri 
by falling on his putter, they will surely go to hell. 


In screen credits shown by American Broadcasting Co. after 


its coverage of that extraordinary final round in the British Open 
championship, Chuck Howard was identified as producer and Jim 
Jennett as director. They are going to heaven. By keeping the 
camera's eye discreetly averted from the principal actors except 
for momentary flashes, they managed to invest a classic duel 
with all the drama of the first round of the Greater Greensboro 
Open. Through the miracles of electronic and space technology, 
ABC was able to pick up the action from the British Broadcasting 
Corp., bounce the signal off a satelite and deliver it to millions of 
Americans who, like golf fans everywhere else in the world, were 
interested exclusively in the epic confrontation of Jack Nicklaus 
and Tom Watson. Every now and then the watchers did see 
Nicklaus or Watson make a shot, though they were not always 
shown or told where the ball landed. Instead the scene would shift 
with panicky haste to show stragglers named Tommy Morton and 
Ben Crenshaw hacking out scores of 75, or else coverage would 


give way to commercials. Ah, those commercials, sometimes 
five or six of them between shots. 


It may be that Howard and Jennett are not entitled to all the 


credit for blunting one of the most exciting shows TV has been 
privileged to photograph. Maybe they had to take the pictures 
BBC provided and had no choice of material, though that seems 
highly improbable. Perhaps Roone Arledge or some other 
executive with more clout than the producer and director had 
given orders that the competition on the links, no matter how 
gripping, must in no circumstances get in the way of sales pitches 
for insurance and automobiles. 


. Not since the sixth game of the 1975 World Series has TV been 


handed a sports event with the built-in melodrama of Saturday's 
struggle beside the.Firth of Clyde. Here was Nicklaus, un- 
questionably the greatest player of his time, and here was Wat- 
son, most formidable of the young bucks, challenging the boss 
bull. They bad locked horns in the, Masters last April and Watson 
had won by two strokes, going on from there to usurp Jack's 
place at the head of the money-winning list. 


Through the first three rounds they had shot identical scores 


— 68,70 and 65. Until last week, 65 was a British Open record, and 
Watson had to shoot that figure Friday to overcome Nicklaus's 
two-stroke lead. 


Starting the final round, Nicklaus drew away again to a 


three-shot lead but Watson caught him, fell back by two strokes, 
then cut that deficit in two. Tom was shooting birdies to make up 
this ground, for the imperturbable Nicklaus was conceding 
nothing to his rival and nothing to par. It was superlative golf that 
would bring both men home many strokes below the record for 
the 117-year-old championship. 


Ideally for TV coverage, they were all alone, 10 shots ahead 


of the next best score. They were the story, and the only story. 
The camera should have been on them every moment, watching 
them sweat it out while tension mounted. Instead, the viewer 
would see Watson swing, and immediately there was Crenshaw 
digging out of the rough. Nicklaus would swing, and a girl would 
tell a boy how good some tire was. 


A wildly improbable shot by Watson tied it on the 15th. He 


was off the green, 60 feet from the cup, yet he used his putter, and 
the ball hopped onto the carpet, ran straight for the hole, ticked 
the flagstick and fell in. All square, three holes to go, and the 
camera was looking at Tommy Horton. 


Viewers saw Nicklaus miss a four-foot putt on 17 and go one 


stroke down. If his shoulders sagged in dejection, they were not 
permitted to see it. They were being lectured by an insurance 
peddler. They did, however, see Watson hit a long iron off the 18th 
tee to a perfect fairway lie, and the camera got them back in 


time to see Nicklaus address his ball with a wood. He was 
gambling, they realized, as he had to gamble, firing across two 
bunkers on the left to make an opportunity to get that lost shot 
back. 


He swung, the camera followed the ball against the sky. It 


climbed on a long arc, started down — and vanished into an 
automobile motor Bill Cosby was touting. Maybe Jim McKay or 
Dave Marr or somebody, unaware that the director had cut to a 
commercial, kept talking into a dead mike telling fans where the 
ball had landed. Maybe not. 


At long last, Nicklaus was seen beside some shrubbery or 


gorse. There was no way of guessing where he was in relation to 
green or fairway, and nobody was telling. Bob Rosburg said only 
that he thought Jack could hit the ball. Jack did hit it. He put it on 
the green but it was more than 30 feet from the hole. Then 
because he is as great as he is, he ran that putt up over a knob and ' 
down across the green and into the cup for his birdie. It was 
magnificent, and it was futile because Watson's second shot had 
left him less than two feet away. His little putt went down, too. 


• Jack had shot a 66 and lost. He slung an arm around the 


younger man's shoulders and a voice started to say that Tom 
Watson was the British Open Champion for the second time. The 
voice was cut off for an insurance commercial. 


Determined Falstaff takes AM title

Falstaff just couldn't be 


denied in the Lincoln AAA fast 
pitch softball league in- 
vitational tournament at 
Ballard Field Sunday.

Washington (AP) - At the 


White House, associates use 
such phrases as "determined," 
"unrelenting" and "discip- 
lined" to describe Presid- 
ent Carter's style. 


They're talking about his 


tennis game, not his 
statesmanship. 


Two or three afternoons a 


week, Carter's most urgent 
business seems to be finding a 
fourth for a doubles match. 


The tennis rage has swept 


the White House with such 
spirited intensity that tennis 
whites are threatening to 
replace blue jeans as the 
Carter administration un- 
iform. 


Some days those stately 


executive offices resemble a 
locker room at Forest Hills as 
the likes of national security 
adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski, 
budget director Bert Lance 
and presidential assistant 
Hamilton Jordan scurry 
around in shorts and T-shirts. 


Despite the burdens of high 


office, whert the President 
beckons with his tennis racket, 
even the busiest bureaucrat 
juggles his schedule to fit in a 
game. 


Carter, a fierce competitor 


from all reports, has been put- 
ting into practice techniques to 
psyche out opponents that he 
picked up from reading "Inner 
Tennis." 


The theory behind W. 


Timothy Gallwey's book, 
which Jordan and Brzezinski 
also have read, is that the op- 
ponent inside your own head is 
more formidable than the one 
on the other side of the net. 
The best players learn how to 
exploit the uncertainties in an 
opponent's mind with a simple 
comment like, "Aren't you 
holding your racket differently 
today?" 


"Just because the President 


doesn't play that day doesn't 
mean he wasn't intending to 
play," said Susan Clough, 
Carter's personal secretary 
and a pretty good player 


herself. "I can't believe that 
people would actually com- 
plain about the system. They 
should be flattered that the 
President is allowing them to 
play tennis on his court at his 
house." 


The President's style and 


score is as much a secret as 
the date of his meeting with 
Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev, but according to 
scattered reports, while Jim- 
my Carter is no Jimmy Con- 
nors, he makes up in sheer 
doggedness what he lacks in 
skill. 


But the White House firmly 


denies recently published 
reports that once when losing. 
Carter started calling "foot 
faults" against his opponent. 
Foot faults are hard to spot 
fouls that are seldom cited, 
even in professional matches. 


The President, grooming a 


mixed doubles partner for 
himself, gave his wife 
Rosalynn a new racket and ten- 
nis dress for their anniversarv.
